DIES IN PASADENA, CAL. 


Succumbs at 64 to Complica- 
tions Following Cold Caught 
a Week Ago. 


Charles Woodson Bates, attorney, 
former City Counselor and member 
of an old and prominent family, 
died today of pneumonia at Pasa- 
dena, Cal. 

Mr. Bates, who was 64 years old, 


' went to California three weeks ago 


to join his wife, who was recover- 
ing from an illness. She was by 
his side when he died shortly be- 
fore 8 o'clock this morning in the 
Las Encinas sanitarium, where she 
had been convalescing. Pneumonia 
set in after a severe cold that he 
caught while out walking 10 days 
ago. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bates had planned 
to return together soon to their 
home at 5518 Cabanne avenue. 

The body will be forwarded here 
tomorrow for burial. Mrs. Bates 
is expected to accompany it. 

Mr. Bates was City Counselor 
from 1902 to 1909 under Mayor 
Rolla Wells. Later he was gen- 
eral counsel for Wells when the 
latter was receiver of the United 
Railways. He was appointed. to 
that post by the United States Dis- 
trict Court. 

Most of his life was spent in law 
practice in St. Louis, He concen- 
trated on a general civil practice, 
and had offices with Baron in the 
Boatmen’s Bank Building. The law 
firm formerly included Charles P. 
Williams, 

Member of an old American 
family founded before the Revo- 
lutionary War, and grandson of 
Edward Bates, Attorney-General 
under President Lincoln, Mr. 
Bates was born in St. Charles 
County. His father, Richard Bates, 
was a lawyer and the son fol- 
lowed in his footsteps after attend- 
ing public schools of St. Charles 
County and graduation from West- 
minster College, 

He was admitted to the bar in 
1885. After three years practice 
in Colorado he settled down to 
practice in St. Louis. 

In 1916 he married Miss Binda 
S. Porter, daughter of wa retired 
Denver, Colo., banker. 

Surviving are his mother, Mrs. 
Ellen Woodson Bates, and a sister, 
Mrs. Anne Hersman, both of 
Louis,

Claimants Expect to Re- 
ceive Money on or Before 
Aug. 20 — No Further 
Action in U. S. Court. 


Continuing a determined effort 
to save the Menzies Shoe Co., man- 
ufacturers, from financia] ruin, its 
creditors, meeting at a downtown 
law office today, agreed to a pro- 
posal to settle their claims of about 
$860,000 for 20 cents on the dollar 
rithin the next three weeks, takiag 

loss of about $700,000. They 
have been making unusual efforts 
to keep the business on its feet, 
believing it to be fundamentally 
sound. 

One reason for the creditors’ at- 
titude lies in the fact that tlre 
company, which has headquarters 
at 1722 Washington avenue, owns 
five efficient, modern shoe fac- 
tories in small towns, strategically 
|} located as to labor and other itm- 
portant cost factors. Another rea- 
son, his friends say, is the per- 
sonality of Samuel D. Nichols, 


the company. 

About 80 per cent of the unse- 
cured claims were represented at 
today’s meeting. Afterward, a 


spokesman for the company made 
the following statement: 

“Richard Rumer, of counsel for 
the alleged bankrupt firm, will [lle 
a petition in Federal ~Court on 
Thursday, asking for an official 
meeting of the creditors to consider 
an offer in composition of 20 cenls 
on the dollar. Funds sufficient to 
make this settlement are to te 
available on or before Aug. 20. 
the meantime, no further action 
will be taken before the Referee in 
Bankruptcy looking toward the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. 

“More than sufficient assets have 
been shown to be available to pay 
the 20-cent composition, but not 
in such form as the creditors think 
it should be in. Between now and 
Aug. 20, the funds will be convert- 
ed and placed on deposit, so that if 
the composition becomes effect've 
| they will be distributed immediate- 
ly among the creditors in cash 1nd 
notes, some creditors taking cash 
and others notes, while still others 
will get part cash and part notes. 
Many of them already have signed 
letters agreeing to take notes, 
While the figures Are tentative, it 
is probable about $130,000 will be 
paid in cash and $40,000 in notes. 
In addition to prévious assets avail- 
able, some new capital has been 
obtained. 

“Frank B. Nall, an attorney ,is 
co-operating with Mr. Nichols in 
the conduct of the business, with 
the approval of a great volume 
of the claimants. It is hoped to 
make it unnecessary to appoint a 
receiver. The creditors believe the 
business can be saved and operated 
successfully, and turned back to 
Mr. Nichols in better shape that it 
was before. They expect to be 
through with the task by Sept. 1.’ 

Two weeks ago, according to 
Foster H. Brown, a member of the 
Merchandise Creditors’ Committee, 
Nichols affered to settle for 15 
cents on the dollar, but the pro- 
posal was rejected. 


(2 REPORTED KILLED IN WRECK 


German Passenger Train Crashes 
Into Freight; 35 Injured.

AUGSBURG, Germany, July 31. 
—Twelve persons were’ reported 
killed and 35 injured near the town 
of Dinkelscherben, Bavaria, to- 
day when a passenger train 
crashed into a standing freight 
train. Rescue squads were dis- 
patched to Dinkelscherben from 
Ulm and Augsburg. 

The reports received here said 
the accident was caused by a de- 
fective switch and that the passen- 
ger train crashed headon into the 
freight, telescoping the locomotive 
and three cars.

COOLIDGE TO AID CAMPAIGN 
BY DOING HIS BEST IN OFFICE 


President Plans No Active Part, 
But Will Try to Help G. O. P. 
Record for Efficiency. 

By the Associated Press, 

SUPERIOR, Wis., July 31.— 
President Coolidge feels that his 
best contribution to Secretary 
Hoover’s campaign is to continue 
so to conduct the affairs of the 
Nation that the record of the Re- 
publican party may commend it- 
self to the voters. 

Apart from this, Mr. Coolidge 
has made no plans for any partic- 
ular activities in the campaign. 

He will continue for the remain- 
der of his term in his effort to 
conduct safely and efficiently the 
duties of the office, which he un- 
dertook Aug. 2, 1923. 

In the meantime President Cool- 
idge does not consider it possible 
to attempt to obtain tariff revi- 
sion in favor of agriculture at the 
next short session of Congress. 

Such a tariff revision could be 
undertaken at the next session 
only if the responsible element of 
both parties could agree in advance 
upon a new set of schedules, 

President Coolidge regards this 
as improbable in view of the presi- 
dential campaign. Even ‘after the 
campaign, such an agreement, al- 
though possible, seems impossible 
to the chief executive. 


BODIES OF 20 INDIANS 
DUG UP NEAR CINCINNATI 


Expert Thinks They Were Buried 
From 10,000 to 15,000 
Years Ago.

CINCINNATI, July 31.—Skele- 
tons of 20 Indians have been dug 
up by a steam shovel at Mill Creek, 
near here. 

Ralph Drury, curator of the Cin- 
cinnati Museum of Natural His- 
tory, thinks they are between 10,- 
000 and 15,000 years old. 

A mute story of a tragedy was 
disclosed. The leg of one of the 
Indians had been broken, although 
it had knit back together. The 
Indian had died young. Perhaps 
it was because he could not ruu 
around with the rest of the boys, 
Drury said. 

Drury thinks the Indians may 
have been members of the early 
Algonquins who buried their dead

WILLING TO GRANT 
PURITY OF MOTIVES 


Predicts Campaign Will Be 
Fought on Issues of Tam- 
many and Candidate’s 
Support of Open Saloon.

NEW YORK, July 31.—William 
Allen White, Kansas editor, today 
withdrew his charges against Gov. 
Smith’s legislative record so far 
as bills. governing gambling and 
prostitution were concerned be- 
cause, he said, he did not wish 
to question the motive of the Demo- 


cratic presidential nominee. 
While allowing his contention 


that Gov. Smith had consistently 
voted for the saloon to stand, 
White said of his other charges “I 
could not in good conscience press 
realizing that Gov. 
Smith, whom I greatly admire for 
his many high qualities, feels that 
my charges question the purity of 


his motives which always should 
be granted in any political contro- 


versy.” 
White’s Statement. 


White said in his statement: 

“Yesterday, talking to Walter 
Lippmann of the World, a friend of 
Gov. Smith and of mine for many 
years, I learned that Gov: Smith 
was deeply aggrieved that I should 
charge him. with protecting gam- 
bling and prostitution in his as- 
sembly record. I can understand, 
after considering what Mr. Lipp- 
mann said, that the Governor in 


reform bills might honestly have 
felt that the bills were unconsti- 
tutional, or were not enforceable, 
or infringed upon personal liberty 
or encouraged police blackmail. 

‘But Gov. Smith certainly is en- 
titled to fair treatment. I always 
have oe to fight fair. I have 
never consciously questioned any 
man’s motives and so this morning 
before the morning papers have 
come and before I knew what, if 
any, reply Gov. Smith has made 
to my statement of yesterday, I 
desire to withdraw the charges 
formally insofar as they affect his 
votes on gambling and prostitution 
but not his position as to the sa. 
loon. 

Tammany Issue of Campaign. 

“On the question of the menace 
of Tammany and of Gov. Smith’s 
Tammany record for the open Sa- 
loon. the whole issue of the cam- 
paign is coming. 

“Organized, protected prostitu- 
tion is quickly passing out of 
American life, and that issue is 
not vital, but vital or not, I could 
not in good conscience press this 
realizing that Gov. Smith, 
whom I greatiy admire for his 
many high qualities, feels that my 
charges question the purity of his 
motives, which always should be 
granted in any political contro- 
versy. 

“So the ten or a dozen votes on 
gambling and prostitution come 
out of the record. I hope now 
American newspapers, and partic- 
ularly Republican newspapers, will 
give the same consideration to this 
statement that they gave ito my 
statement yesterday.” 

White, last night made public 
the results of the two weeks’ study 
made for him of the New York 
Assembly Journal to show “the 
record of Gov. Smith as it affects 
the saloon and the allies of the 
saloon, made by him as Assembly- 
man during the first dozen years 
of his political career.” White 
plans to sail for Europe Thursday. 

The record shows, White says, 
that as a member of the Assembly 
Gov. Smith favored the old-time 
“wide open. untrammeled, “inreg- 
ulated saloon,” and voted against 
measures introduced for the pur- 
pose of putting restrictions upon it. 

“Gov. Smith’s record on the 
question a dozen or 20 years ago is 
chiefly important today in view of 
the ftcat that he defied the piat- 
form of the Democratic party and 
promised to intorduce a liquor plan

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ADMITS THEFT 
TOTALING $4000 
FROM MAIL SACKS 


Edward Skulidis, Laborer at 
Union Station, Arrested 
— Losses Had Puzzled 
Authorities Several Years 


Edward Skulidis, 35 years old, a 
laborer employed by the Terminal 
Railroad Association, was arrested 
this afternoon in the Union Station, 
where he worked, and confessed to 
Postoffice Inspectors and city de- 
tectives that he had stolen money 
and jewelry worth $4000 from mail 
sacks transferred through St. 
Louis. 

The mystery of thefts from mail 
moving through the Union Station 
to destinations elsewhere had 
puzzled Postoffice Inspectors for 
several years, and, according to 
Chief Inspector Reuter, aggregated 
much more than the amount Sku- 
lidis admitted. The laborer, who is 
said to have $28,000 in New York 
and St. Louis banks, offered to 
make restitution of the $4000. 

Skulidis was arrested in the sta- 
tion by Postoffice Inspector E. J. 
Kupferer, who had charge of the 
investigation, and City Detectives 
Bush and Johnson. He had $2000 
in cash on his person and in his 
cap were several pieces of jewelry. 
More jewelry was found under the 
floor of the room he occupied at 
21 South Fifteenth street. 

According to Reuter, Skulidis 
was engaged daily in the task of 
transferring through mail sacks 
from incoming trains to outgoing 
trains. When he noticed a sack 
which looked ‘‘good,”’ he would con- 
ceal it in a dark corner of the 
mail room to examine it at an op- 
portune time.

Reaching for higher-ups in its 
investigation of reports that organ- 
ized crime has had official pro- 
tection in St. Louis County, the 
special grand jury at Clayton has 
indicted Prosecuting Attorney Fred 
E. Mueller for bribery, charging he 


accepted two bribes from Justice 
of the Peace Adolph Fiedler of 
Maplewood, one of $800 for pro- 
tecting the operation of slot ma- 
chine gambling devices, and an- 
other of $200 for dropping the 
Prosecution and dimissing the 
warrant against a bootlegger. 

Three witnesses appeared before 
the grand jury against Prosecuting 
Attorney Mueller. One, Justice of 
the Peace Fiedler, presumably told 
of offering the bribes which the 
Prosecuting Attorney is charged 
with accepting. Two other wit- 
nesses, First Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Charles N, Noble, and 
Circuit Clerk Oscar H: Jacobs- 
meyer, were called with records of 
their offices to corroborate testi- 
mony of Justice Fiedler concern- 
ing the $200 bribe for dropping the 
bootlegger’s case. 

The indictments were made pub- 
lic today when they were certified 
to the Sheriff's office for execu- 
tion. Prosecuting Attorney Muel- 
ler surrendered formally 
after noon and furnished $30,000 
in bonds, the amount having been 
fixed by Circuit Judge Mulloy. 

Bargain With Fiedler. 

Specifically, -. one indictment 
charges that on Feb. 13, 1928, 
Prosecuting Attorney Mueller en- 
tered into an agreement with Jus- 
tice of the Peace Fiedler “that he 
would neglect and omit to perform 
his official duties and would per- 
form same with partiality and 
favors, and that he would rot 
prosecute any criminal action 
against any person for setting up 
and keeping certain slot machines, 
which were gambling devices, at 
Lindy Hall, and if complaint was 
made he would neglect and omit to 
file an Information, and if an in- 
formation was filed, he would have 
such cause dismissed.” 

Lindy Hall is at 6310A Easton 
avenue, Wellston. Last winter 
boxing and wrestling matches were 
held there and several gambling 
slot machines were openly operat- 
ed in the place. 

Fiedler Paymaster, It is Said. 

The second indictment charges 
Prosecuting Attorney Mueller with 
accepting a $200 bribe from -us- 
tice of the Peace Fiedler. On April 
28. 1927, it is charged, First Assis. 
tant Prosecuting Attorney Nobie 
filed an information against Edgar 
E. Horn, who had been arrested 
with three quarts of beer and part 
of a pint bottle of whisky. On July 
5, 1927, it is charged, Prosecuting 
Attorney Mueller agreed with Jus- 
tice Fiedler for $200 not to prose. 
cute the case and that he would 
have the cause dismissed and the 
warrant discharged. ‘ 

"The record in the Prosecuting 
Attorney's office of the Horn case 
shows it was dismissed by order of 
the State on recommendation of 
the arresting officer, Deputy Sher- 
iff Charles Kick signing the affi- 
davit. Horn resides at 6286 Bart. 
mer avenue.

After the indictments bad been 
made public Prosecuting Attorney 
Mueller issued the following state- 
ment:

CROWDS IN ITALY 
CHEER RETURN OF 
NOBILE AND MEN 


Official Sent by Premier 
Mussolini Greets Party 
When It Crosses the Bor- 
der at Brenner Pass. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, July 31.—Gen. Umberto 
Nobile and six others of the sur- 
viving members of the ill-fated 
dirigible Italia came back to Itaty 
today to be greeted enthusiastical- 
ly by their countrymen, seeking to 
show unbounded confidence in 


them despite criticism in many 
parts of Europe. Capt. Mariano, 
the eighth rescued man, was left 
in a hospita] at Narvik, Norway. 

Premier Mussolini symbolized 
the feelings of the Italian people 
in the matter by being the first to 
extend greetings to the returning 
men at the very threshold of the 
mother country, by sending the 
Perfect of Bolzano to the Brenner 
Pass to welcome them in the name 
of “Fascist Italy.’’ 

The Nobile party, learning of the 
message, expressed keen delight 
and said that this repaid them for 
all the sufferings they had under- 
gone. 

As the train transporting No- 
bile and his men advanced south- 


ward the enthusiasm § increased 
steadily. Trento made a patriotic 
demonstration, Verona solemnity 


received them and Bologna gave 
them a frantic ovation.

‘BROOKS FAVORS PERMITS 
FOR TERMINAL EXPANSION 


Asks Public Service Board to Al- 
low Laying of Tracks in 
Four Streets. 

Recommendation was made to 
the Board of Public Service today 
by Director Streets and Sewers 
Brooks and Director of Public Util- 
ities Pritchard for the issuance of 
permits to the Terminal Railroad- 
Association to lay tracks in four 
streets west of Union Station, in 
connection with plans for enlarge- 
ment of the station facilities. The 
locations are: Twentieth street, 
between Market and Clark: Clark 
avenue and Eugenia street, be- 
tween Twentieth and Tom, and for 
82 feet in Walnut, between the 
present Twentieth and a new 
Street to be opened there by the 
Terminal in exchange for the ex- 
isting one, 

The Terminal also has agreed to 
waive all claims for damages to its 
property apes the proposed 
Clark avenue viaduct by reason of 
the change in grade between Six- 
teenth and Twenty-first streets. 
The railroad = will post $50,000 
bond to assure performance of 
its agreement, 

The Twenty-first street viaduct 
will be closed, effective tomorrow, 
because city engineers think its 
steel has been badly weakened by 
36 years of withstanding the im- 
pact of cinders and the chemical 
effect of sulphuric acid in locomo- 
tive smoke. It .is planned to peti- 
tion the Public Service Commission 
to order the Terminal and Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroads to pay 
$616,000 cost of a new concrete 
bridge there. Traffic will have to 
detour to the Jeffersoa avenue and 
Eighteenth street viaducts’ to 
cross the railroad yards in this vi- 
cinity.

CHICAGO, July 31.—HBenny Zion, 
indicted by the special election 
fraud. grand jury on nine separate 
counts for complicity ip the kill- 
ing of Octavius Granady, a Negro, 
candidate for committeeman in the 
Twentieth Ward, was found shot to 
death in an alley back of a West 
Side saloon. 

Zion, found partly buried under 
a pile of refuse, had been shot 
four times. Police said the shoot- 
ing apparently had occurred in 
the saloon, the slayers draggirg 
Zion out to the alley, where an 
ice man found the body. 

Police said they found a few 
coins and an ax in the aaloon, in- 
dicating the killing had occurred 
there. 

The indictments charged Zion 
with taking part in the murder of 
Granady and other election day 
disorders. Granady was the oppo- 
nent of Morris Eller, Trventieth 
Ward leader, who has been sub- 
penaed to appear before the July 
grand jury today to tell what he 
knows of the election day troubles 
in his ward. 

The special investigators in 
charge of the grand jury said they 
had positive evidence that Zion 
was in the automobile in which 
rode the slayers of Granady. 

Zion had obtained his release 
under the indictments by providing 
bonds of almost $100,000. 

Special investigators for the 
grand jury said it appeared Zion 
had been killed to prevent him 
from talking after Chief  Investi- 
gator John Stege had described 
Zion as @ man with a “gabby 
tongue.” 

Zion was considered a henchman 
of Eller, whose son, Judge Em- 
manuel Eller, reduced Zion's 
bonds to permit his release.

This extraordinary prodnunciamento is 
new evidence of the passion for education 
that has gripped the Government of Mexico, 
centering in President Calles himself, and 
making its influence felt in the farthest cor- 
ners of his country. 


That grand old man of peatee, Porfirio 
Diaz, who ruled Mexico for 35 years, had 
Lehind him the haciendados, owners of vast 
agricultural estates. He secured prosperity 
to the rich. He preserved peonage for the 
poor. When he left the Mexican scene in 
1911, 80 per cent of all Mexicans, and a stil] 
higher percentage in some outlying states 
like Tabasco, could neither read nor write. 
In the 17 years since that date, 3,000,000 
Mexicans have been shown the meaning of 
pothook and printed word. Today, the pro. 
portion of illiterates stands at an average 
of 60 per cent for the country as a whole, 
though the outlying states still lag far be- 
hind. 


Those 17. years began inauspiciously. 
Xapidly after 1911 a dizzying succession of 
figures crossed the Mexican stage, each 
stopping only long enough to brandish a 
revolver and invoke Heaven’s wrath upon 
his adversaries. Pancho Villa of the 
charmed life, weak but cultured Francisco 
Madero, Victoriano Huerta, bewhiskered 
Carranza, flitted in and out of the news. 
Men’s minds were fixed more on sabers 
than on schools. 


force the Constitution of 1917, one clause 
of which disestablished the Catholic Church 
and deprived it of its title to lands’ and 
buildings, he opened a struggle which is 
not yet at an end. Calles is convinced that 
democracy’s gravest danger lies in the con- 
trol of the Mexican masses by the priest- 
hood. He aims to break that control by 
attacking the physical organization of the 
church, and combating its influence with 
a vigorous program of secular education. 

Hence, throughout the length and breadth 
of Mexico, carpenters and masons are at 
work On new schoolhouses to add to the 
number already formed by converting 
churches and _ religious institutions into 
schools. As in other countries, the high- 
est percentage of illiteracy is in the rural 
districts. There were at the end of last 
year 3433 country schools under [Federal 
jurisdiction, of which 400 had been in use 
less than 12 months. This year, though 
Mexico is a poor country, heavily in debt, 
Struggling to make income meet necessary 
expenditure. President Calles and his Min- 
ister of Education plan to found 1384 
additional country schools—a 40 per cent 
increase in a single year. 

Mexico is often envisaged as a land of 
bandits, oil wells, and streets lined with 
gambling houses and brothels. Calles has 
been called bolshevik, antichrist, impostor. 
Yet the country south of the Rio Grande 
may yet be known as the scene of an un- 
paralleled educational experiment, and 
Calles become famed to posterity as the 
educator of the Mexican masses.

EPRESENTATIVE GRAHAM of Penn- 

Sylvania is One of the oldest and most 
respected figures in the House, of which 
he has been steadily a member for sixteen 
years. AS now Chairman of the Judictary 
Committee he speaks on legal and constitu.’ 
tional subjects with unusual authority. Last 
week he made a sort of reproachful plea to 
Pennsylvania Republicans. Apparently, he 
had learned that many of them were going 
to vote for Governor Smith, on account of 
their hostility to prohibition, and he took 
them aside, so to speak, and labored with 
them earnestly to show that Governor 
Smith, even if elected President, could not 
repeal the eighteenth amendment or modi- 
fy the Volstead Act. 

With great care and particularity Repre- 
sentative Graham showed how slow and in- 
tricate is the process of amending the Con- 
stitution of the United ‘States. The change 
desired could not possibly be brought about 
in the next four years, As for altering the 
Voistead Act, that would have to be done, 
if at all, by Congress, and Mr. Graham 
argued to his Philadelphia constituents that 
the Dry majority in both houses is now so 
great that it could. not be upset short of a 
political revolution. Almost plaintively he 
urged the Republicans of Pennsylvania not 
to be deluded into thinking that their cast- 
ing a large Wet vote could possibly have the

All this is correct enough, and the prob- 
ability is that most Republicans incfining 
now to vote for Governor Smith know it 
perfectly well. In reply to Representative

cause now that the question has become 
dominant in politics there is nothing to do 
but vote the way you think about it regard.

$79,000 IN WINE SEIZED 
IN PHILADELPHIA RAID 


List of Names of Several Hun- 
dred Prominent Persons in 
East Found. 


By the Associated Press.’ 
FPHILADELPHIA, July 31.—A 
list cf names reading like a sec- 
tion of the social register was
